Committee to discuss 
Clintons’ activities 
in Whitewater affair

Sen. Bob Bennett, R-Utah, will be 
part of a special committee to investi- 
gate several aspects of the Whitewater 
affair along with activities of the 
Clinton Administration and their han- 
dling of the investigation, according 
to a press release. 

Creation of the committee follows 
in the wake of last year’s Senate 
Banking Committee hearings that 
produced the resignations of three 
high-level administration officials — 
Deputy Treasury Secretary Roger 
Altman, Treasury General Counsel 
Jean Hanson and White House Legal 
Counsel Bernard Nussbaum. 

“Specifically, the committee will be 
able to now pursue inquiries into the 
commodity trading of first lady 
Hillary Clinton and any relation those 
trades may have had to the president’s 
gubernatorial campaign,” Bennett 
said. 

Extensive investigation of the first 
lady’s involvement in the Whitewater 
affair was limited last year when 
Democrats leading the Senate 
Banking Committee controlled the 
amount of questions the committee 
members asked. 

But this year, with Republicans 
heading the special committee, 
inquiry into Hillary Clinton’s com- 
modity trading will most likely be 
more extensive than last year. 

Bennett believes the Senate’s vote 
on the creation of the committee 
shows the need to resolve the 
Whitewater affair. 

“The overwhelming support for this

special committee, 96-3, is indicative 
that this action is necessary and will 
provide the American people with 
important information with respect to 
the activities of White House offi- 
cials,” Bennett said. 

Mary Jane Collipriest, press secre- 
tary for Bennett, said the committee, 
along with Independent Counsel’s 
investigation, will discuss: 

¢ The conduct of the White House 
Staff in handling the documents of 
White House counsel Vince Foster 
after his death. 

e Whether the White House, Justice 
Department or others improperly han- 
dled documents from contact with the 
Resolution Trust Corporation regard- 
ing Madison Guaranty Savings and 
Loan Corporation or Whitewater 
Development Corporation.

Earthquake 
kills at least 


300 in Russia 
port town

KHABAROVSK, Russia — Some 
alive, some surely dead, thousands of 
people lay buried Monday in the 
ruins of an oil town flattened by an 
earthquake on remote Sakhalin island 
in Russia’s Far East. 

Forty-eight hours after Neftegorsk 
collapsed as its 3,000 residents slept, 
rescuers had found 938 survivors and 
about 300 bodies. Officials feared the 
death toll could surpass 2,000. 

Rescuers horned in on moans and 
cries from under the piles of brick 
and concrete that once had been five- 
story Soviet-built apartment blocks, 
noted for their poor construction. 

“When the sun sets and the rescue 
equipment stops, the town starts 
moaning,” Russian television report- 
ed. “These are the moans of those 
buried under the rubble.” 

Witnesses said Neftegorsk col- 
lapsed in less than a minute. 

One man hacked himself free with a 
small saw, then dug out his daughter 
with the saw and his hands. “I saw 
my daughter’s hand and heard her 
voice: ‘Daddy, I’m here.’ It took me 
3 1/2 hours to get her out,” he told 
NTV television. 

Authorities rushed relief supplies, 
field hospitals and at least 500 rescue 
workers to Neftegorsk aboard heli- 
copters and small planes and dis- 
patched an ice-breaker to clear a path 
for a hospital ship. The nearest air- 
port that can accommodate large 
cargo planes is 400 miles away in 
Yuzhno-Sakhalinsk, and fog and poor 
roads make it a grueling trip. 

“We are racing against time, against 
hours and minutes,” said Sergei 
Khetagurov, deputy minister for 
emergency situations. “Rescue work 
can help save victims only in the first 
two or three days. After that, there is 
no one left to save.” 

Sergei Shoigu, Russia’s minister for 
emergency situations, told the ITAR- 
Tass news agency he expected the 
death toll to surpass 2,000. He said 
300 bodies had been found. 

Shoigu said it would take at least 
two weeks to clear the rubble. 

The magnitude 7.5 quake struck the 
island at 1:03 a.m. Sunday (7:03 a.m. 
MDT Saturday). 

“The whole town collapsed,” Prime 
Minister Viktor Chernomyrdin said. 
“If this had happened in daytime, 
there wouldn’t have been so many 
deaths.” 

Bodies lay on the ground under 
blankets and cloth scraps Monday 
and limbs poked out of the rubble as 
cranes plucked concrete slabs from 
mountains of debris. Stunned sur- 
vivors combed through ruins or 
examined lists of the dead. 

“Buildings collapsed like a house of 
cards. One man saved his family by 
pushing his wife and children out a 
second-story window,” a Russian 
television correspondent said from 
the scene. 

Viktor Gurevich, vice governor of 
the Sakhalin region, said at least 300 
people had been hospitalized, many 
in critical condition. Doctors said 
they would have to amputate many 
survivors’ crushed arms and legs. 

It was one of the strongest earth- 
quakes in Russia’s history, and the 
worst in the former Soviet Union 
since a 1988 earthquake in Armenia 
killed at least 25,000 people. 
President Boris Yeltsin planned to 
address the nation Tuesday and can- 
cel Independence Day festivities on 
June 12 as a mourning gesture. 

Deputy Prime Minister Oleg 
Soskovets called the decision to build 
a town in such an active earthquake 
zone “yll-considered” and 
Construction Minister Yefim Basin 
said Neftegorsk would not be rebuilt. 

Sakhalin, some 4,000 miles and 
eight time zones east of Moscow, is 
rich in natural resources — oil, gas, 
coal, timber and fish. 

It also served as prison camp and 
exile spot for criminals and political 
dissidents during czarist and Soviet 
times.

Members of Utah’s congressional 
delegation remain fixed on their 
positions regarding term limits, 
despite a recent U.S. Supreme 
Court decision which declared an 
Arkansas term limit law unconstitu- 
tional. 

Utah’s senators and represenga- 
tives, Rep. Bill Orton, D-Utah, in 
his third two-year term; Sen. Bob 
Bennett, R-Utah, in his first six- 
year term; Rep. Jim Hansen, R- 
Utah, in his eighth two-year term; 
and Rep. Enid Waldholtz, R-Utah, 
in her first two-year term, all have 
and still do support congressional 
term limits. 

Sen. Orrin Hatch, R-Utah, who 
has just begun his fourth consecu- 
tive six-year term, is the state’s 
only congressman who opposes 
term limits. 

On March 29, the U.S. House of 
Representatives voted on four mea- 
sures which proposed imposing 


federal term limits by a constitu- 
tional amendment, including one 
measure sponsored by -Orton. 
However, none received the two- 
thirds majority needed for passage. 

Orton, who has filed term limit 
amendments during each of his 
three terms said that he agrees with 

» the Supreme Court’s actions con- 
cerning the Arkansas law. 

“The Supreme Court acted cor- 
rectly when it ruled that states do 
not have the right to place further 
restrictions on federal: offices. To 
set federal term limits, a constitu- 
tional amendment must be passed,” 
Orton said. 

Orton said he supports any consti- 
tutional term limit amendment as 
long as it treats the House and 
Senate equally, but stresses that the 
power to enact term limit; legisla- 
tion now rests on the citizens of 
each state. 

“People will have to put sufficient 
pressure on their representatives to 
pass a constitutional amendment,” 
he said. 

Bennett, however, wants tovavoid 
a constitutional amendment. He 
hopes term limit legislation can 
occur without altering’:\the 
Constitution. 

“Sen. Bennett is very reluctant to 
tinker with the Constitution,” said 
Mary Jane Collipriest, press secre- 
tary for Bennett. “He would do so 
only as a last resort, exhausting 
other mechanisms available to us 
first.” 

Those mechanisms include a term 
limits proposal Bennett has signed 
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Congress divided over term limits 


that would place a cap on the tenure 
of committee chairmen, bridling the 
potency of seniority power. 

Still, Bennett’s long-standing sup- 
port of term limits remains intact. 
“We need new, fresh voices and 
ideas,” Bennett said. 

Conversely, Jim Hansen said that 
in light of the Supreme Court’s 
recent decision, efforts must be tar- 
geted at a constitutional amend- 
ment. 

“We must now redouble our 
efforts to pass a constitutional 
amendment. I believe this decision 
will add momentum to the term 
limits movement,” he said. 

Hansen said term limits would do 
more than any other piece of legis- 
lation to help balance the budget 
and limit the size of government. 

He supports a 12-year 
Congressional term limit similar to 
some proposed earlier this year. 

Hatch is Utah’s lone opposition to 
term limits, citing voting results as 
the only legitimate source in deter- 
mining term limitation. 

“Senator Hatch feels that the best 
form of term limitation is at the bal- 
lot box,” said Paul Smith, press 
secretary for Hatch. 

Hatch anticipates less policy pull 
by Congressional leaders if term 
limits are passed. 

“Utah now has seniority and 
Senator Hatch doesn’t want to give 
that up. If term limits are passed, 
professional staffers on Capitol Hill 
will stay on and will dictate more 
policy than the states’ chosen repre- 
sentatives,” Smith said. 

Although Hatch is opposed to 
term limits, he helped to pass them 
through the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, which he heads, earlier 
this year. 

Smith said Hatch plans to again 
pass term limits through the Senate 
Judiciary Committee next year 
when such amendment proposals 
will likely arise. 

Waldholtz, who could not be 
reached for comment by the 
Universe, told the Deseret News 
she feels the court erred in its deci- 
sion; and that states'should have the 
right to limit terms of their repre- 
sentatives. 

Earlier this year Waldholtz sup- 
ported a term limit bill by Rep. Bill 
McCollum, R-Florida, that called 
for 12-year Congressional terms. 

Imposing term limits on state law- 
makers began in Oklahoma, when, 
in 1990, voters enacted a term lim- 
its law on state legislators. Two 
months later, Colorado became the 
first state to limit service of both its 
state and U.S. Congress members.

Fans who did not have season tick- 
ets last year can apply for tickets this 
year by filling out an order form and 
paying their money. 

“People who didn’t have season 
tickets last year are welcome to.apply 
for them,” Miles said. “We will have 
seats available because we didn’t sell 
out last year.” 

Chances of getting a good seat are 
better this year than in the past due to 
the decrease in season ticket sales. 

In addition, new season ticket hold- 
ers can put a preference on their order 


forms asking to be seated in the north 
or south end zone. 

The process of assigning seats to 
new season ticket holders first entails 
reassigning all of last years ticket 
holders, improving those that request 
improvements, and then assigning the 
new orders. 

“Improvements are given to last 
years season ticket holders when fans 
seated lower in the stadium move out 
of town or don’t renew their season 
tickets,’ Miles said. 

Fans can also draw for west side 
seating through the Cougar Club’s 
random drawing. Names must be sub- 
mitted before May 31. 

“People will have a good chance of 
getting great seats because it’s a‘ran- 
dom drawing,” Miles said. 

Val Hale, BYU assistant athletic 
director, said BYU’s football 1995 
home schedule looks very promising 
for ticket sales. 

“BYU has a fantastic home schedule 


next season,” Hale said. “This is 
going to be a very exciting year.” 

The Cougars home schedule con- 
sists of two nationally televised 
games. The first is against nationally 
ranked UCLA on ABC, and the sec- 
ond is against San Diego St. on 
ESPN. 

BYU will also play WAC newcomer 
Tulsa, as well as the Hawaii 
Rainbows for Homecoming. 

“T anticipate a sold out stadium for 
all the games next year,’ Hale said. “It 
will be well worth the time and 
money that people will spend to sup- 
port the team.” 

BYU’s football team has recently 
been selected to the preseason top 20 
by Sports Illustrated.

Cadets from Utah State University, 
the University of Utah, Weber State 
University, BYU, Boise State 
University and the University of 
Nevada at Reno worked in squads 
with five or six other cadets in the 
leadership reaction course, Scheer 
said. The course was broken up into 
sets, seven dry and seven wet. 

“Some are harder than others,” said

Provo to begin new recycling plan

Recycling is the New Kids on the 
Block of environmental issues. At one 
time there wasn’t a hotter musical 
group then those preppy teens that 
made the young girls swoon. Stardom 
for flash-in-the-pan bands like New 
Kids is as fleeting as interest in recy- 
cling often is. 

People get excited about recycling at 
first; the process of getting the bins, 
separating the various recyclables and 
arranging the bins curb side for pick- 
up gives people the feeling they are 
really making a difference. 

After the initial excitement wears 
off however, the bins often lay unused 
and people don’t like to pay the ser- 
vice charge each month, said Lewis 
Billings, director of Community and 
Governmental Relations for Provo 
City. 

To overcome this phenomenon, 
Provo City has created a new program 
called “Multi-Grade Recycling.” 

The program entails placing a recy- 
cling center in six separate city parks 
around Provo. Each center will have 
multi-grade recycling bins for every 
type of recyclable material, including 
plastic and glass which have not pre- 
viously been a recycling option for 
Provo residents. 

“This is the first time Provo has 
offered any kind of recycling for plas- 
tic or glass, because there isn’t an 
industry in Utah that deals with those 
materials,” said Joni Trewartha, exec- 
utive secretary for the Department of 
Public. Services. 

City officials hope that through the 
convenience of set, accessible loca- 
tions, citizens will make it a habit to 
recycle — a habit that will continue 
long into the future. 

“We hope people will really take 
advantage of this opportunity and 
involve their children, that it can 
become a regular pattern,” Billings 
said, 

Utah Recycling, located in Salt Lake 
City, will handle the removal of the 
items. The material will be gathered 
in the Salt Lake plant and bailed for 
shipment to the West coast, where the 
newspapers, cardboard, glass and 
other recyclables will be turned into 
useful items again, said Utah 
Recycling employee Heidi Holfert.

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Index to give better acce 
to recent conference talk

An index book to the Ensign 
Magazine, “Scriptural Index to 
Ensign Journal Conference Reports” 
by Richard Galbraith, will help peo- 
ple access conference talks more easi- 
ly, Galbraith said. 

All members of The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints need to be 
able to integrate the words of the 
prophets into their lessons, said 
Galbraith, a BYU professor in the 
Family Sciences Department and 
author of “Scriptural Teachings of the 
Prophet Joseph Smith.” 

The index book contains Ensign 
reports from April 1971 to April 1995, 
giving church members a resource 
guide to conference reports not yet 
included in the LDS software pro- 
grams. 

There are few, if any, guides avail- 
able for current Ensigns at this time, 
but publications before 1971 have 
been put on software programs. 

“Ensigns for 1950 to 1970 are pub- 
lic domain,” said Carl Johnson, man- 
ager of the Church permission and 
copyright office. “But the First 
Presidency has asked us not to allow 
any more LDS Church documents to 
be published until they have consid- 
ered all the aspects of electronic pub- 
lishing.” 

Deseret Book offers a software pro- 
gram called “The Gospel Library,” 
which contains the General 
Conference issues from 1950 through 
1970. They sell a couple of these pro- 
grams a week, said Craig Herr, a 
Deseret Book employee. 

Another program, called “The 
Collectors Edition,” is also sold at 
Deseret Book. The software includes 
conference addresses and the standard 
works as well other Church docu- 
ments. 

Johnson said there is no specific 
date on when a software program 
containing Ensigns from 1971 to 1995 
will be released for sale. 

Jennifer Drechsler, second assistant 
to the sales department at Infobases, 
Inc., which is a publisher of LDS soft- 
ware, said the Church has not yet 
released them for publishing.
